Finally Forced to iStand Out to Sea 
in Order to Ensore Uia 
Safety. 



Purser McDonald's Party From tiie 
"Strathnevis^' Beach Seattle * 
in Safety. 



By the arrival early yeater-lay luoni 
ing of the Canadian-Australian steaiU' 
ship Warrimoo, all doubts as to the 

safety of her companion liner, tlie Mio- 
wera, are set at rest. The Jlioweru \v;ia 
jnisscd seven hours out from Iloiiohilu 
on January 2, and lotterf? from Cajjtain 
Stott exphiining all tlie circumstanceH 
of his effort to bring the disabled Strath- 
nevis to this port, were picked up at the 
Hawaiian t-npital. From these it is ap- 
parent that theMioweru'soflieurs formed 
the same conclusions as to the ultimate 
fate . of the Stratbnevis as first gained 
cirqulation here in r^ard to the Mio- 
wera herself. Fortunately all anxiety 
in regard to either vessel is now at an 
end, and to complete the chapter tlie 
Sjood news iw also rei;oived that Purser 
McDonald and lii.s Ijoat's crew have ar- 
rived safely at .Seattk'. 

Captain Stott in a letter to tiie Col- 
onist, viliicli is identical with that for- 
warded to the Collector of Customs, thus 
refers tu Ins parting with tliu Stratli- 
nevis, after telling in detail the story of 
the sighting, picking uj) and towing of 
the crippled liner to within sight of 
Cape Flattery : 

" All went well until the afternoon of 
the 22nd of December, when we had 
thick weather, blowing fresh southwest- 
erly, At 4 p.m., the same increasing 
and the glass falling rapidly, and being 
then about 50 miles southwest of Cape 
Flattery,' we hauled the ship round to 
the southwest, head to sea, purposing to 
keep that way until the weather oluared 
and moderated, going dead slow. Wind 
and sea quickly increased, until about 
midnight it was blowing a fierce gale, 
with a tremendoua sea ; and at 1 a.m. on 
the 23rd December the manilla hawser 
parted, lialf an hour later the steel wire 
also snapi>ing off. It was blowing such 
a fierce gale that it was impossible for 
us to do anything, the sea being so 
heavy that the Strathnevis at times 
would be engulphed nearly out of sight, 
and ottier times towering above us. It 
was noticed, too, that the Stratbnevis 
rolled 80 heavily that the green side 
light at times was nearly perpendicular 
M'lth her port red light. 

" We kept well in sight of her lights 
until -1 a.m.. bearing E. S., when 
suddenly they were lost to view, and 
from the tremendous sea running, we 
fear that slie may liave foundered. Ow- 
ing to the very heav}' cross sea running 
we bad for our own safety,at 5.30 a, m,, to 
head the .Miowera with head to sea, 
southwest ; and go dead slow, as we 
found from the force of the cross seas 
bitting OU!- stei n 1 liat we were endan- 
gering our i nddcr and rudder-pust and 
shipping lii'avy watei- (ni board. Hooding 
the gtokehi'ld, and also down the engine 
loom skylights, which were stove in, 
and causing considerable other damage. 
The rise and fall of the steamer in the 
sea was so great that she buried her 
stern six feet under water; but notwith- 
standing all the abov(!, and at risk to 
ourselves in this ship, we held on to the 
Stratbnevis to the very last, until the 
hawsers parted and we could do no 
inoro. After daylight, we ran in to- 
wards the huul before the gale to within 
about 19 miles westward of Destnictioti 
island, to sight the Stratbnevis if she 
.Jiad survived the night. 

" It was our intention, when not see- 
ing her, to search tlio coast, southwarii 
and tlien nuilhward, but at 1 [i.m., 
-about the above position, on tiie edge of 
■a bauk of soundings, sucii a tremendous 
sea was found, rismg precl|iitously like 
a wall and followed (piickly by others, 
that for tlie Miowera's safety, an op- 
porttmity lia;l to be watched to bring 
the ship r.^iu'.d to the westward to get 
oil' such a dangerous position on a lee 
shore. Thus aliout this time tlie steam- 
er was lieadeil soutiiwest, the only way 
she would lay lo work od' the laml. 1 
may mention tliat for the last two days 
oil liad to lie used continuously fore and 
aft to help to smooth the water. 

" With the usual ordinary gale that 
one would expect, we are sure we could 
have saved this vessel and her ijeople, 
but with this fierce and unusual gale, 
aud under the above circumstunees in 
which we were placed, altbouKh we bad 
done our very utmost, it was with great 
reluctance and ileep sorrow that we bad 
to recognize on the (evening of the -/ird, 
lh(! imjiossibility of lieiiig able tu ren- 
tier iuiy further assistance to the Strath- 
jievis iiiid her peojile, even if she still 
survived the dangers of the previous 
night, and we thus bad to aban.don all 
hopes. I might mention that after tlit! 
hawsers parted w(! kept in the sujipoHed 
vicinity of the ^^tratlulevis to the best of 
our knowledge for lifte(Mi liours, in the, 
hope tliat we might sight her and the 
gale moderate. Up to that time there 
was no abatement, and even if it had 
been possible to have sighted her we 
wpjuia have been totally unable to ren- 
der &er aTiy fririliei-'aSsistanco;" 

The theory reliiiOtaBtly, ' advanced by 
Gapt. Stott" an4 .'Hisi Offi^erg that the 
Stratbnevis had capsized and gone down 
with all on board has fortunately been 
disproved, and yesterday the last chap- 
ter' in the history of the Stratbnevis' 
strange exjieriences was supplied bv the 
arrival of Purser McDonald and Iiis 
boat's crew in Seattle, ft will be re- 
membered that on the morning after 
losing the Miowera in the storm, a con- 
sultation wiis held on the Stratbnevis, 
and Purser McDonald, Third Ofhcer 
Uain and three Japanese sailors ventur- 
ed to attempt to reach Destruction island 
•where ttieykoj^, to. secure telegraphic 
communication and request assistance. 

Soon after their departure in one of 
the ship's boats theMincola was sighted 
and her aid secured. The seas were 
still running very high at the time and

This is the 
result we reach by reasoning from 
phrases. The truth is, of course, that if 
we tear contamination, it is not against 
the constitutional states of 'T,iiro))e that 
we should first establish quarantine, but 
against our Latin-American neighbors. 
Tiic danger which more seriously threat- 
eps popular government to-day is not 
monarcbv, but anarchy. 

And wLat kind of amonnrchy is Great 
Britain'.' Is its goveriiinentless i)0))ular 
than that of Venezuela'.' Is it less popu- 
lar than that of the United States even? 
Conservative English statesmen, iiudiid- 
ing Lord Salisbury, have lamented the 
fact that England in becoming a more 
clemocratic country than our own; that 
they lack the checks which our written 
constitmiona, interpreted by our federal 
and state judiciaries, impose upon our 
elected representatives. Sir Henry 
Maine declares that we have preserved 
in our presidency the monarchy of 



George III, Continental European pub- 
licists take similar views. Nearlv a 
score of years ago one of the most b:nl- 
liant of French political writers, M. 
Bnoul Frary, declared that if we go bo- 
hind the names of the two governments 
and examine their real character; 
"(ireaf Britain is a republic with a 
lioreditary president, and the United 
States a monarchy A-ith an elective 
king." The jiresent exhibition of the 
jiower ol our exei;ulive, liy his personal 
decision to bring our country to the 
verge of war, Is a striking confirmation 
of iSIaine's assertion and Frary's para- 
dox. 

It is nothing to the average American 
citizen that the subjects of Queen Vic- 
toria, whether in Great Britain or Canada 
or Australasia, are incomparably more 
free and better governed in every way 
than the citizens of the Kopublic of 
Venezuela. In his opinion the subjects 
of a monarch must of necessity be un- 
der the yoke of an oppressor and can- 
not poesess the freedom which the 
citizens of a republic enjoy. When he 
is told that a British subject in the Old 
Country or in any of the eelf-goveriiiiig 
colonies really enjoys a greater share of 
liolitical power, lias a greater and more 
<lireot influence over the govern- 
ment of his country, than has 
a citizen of the Great Republic, 
ho laughs a laugh of incredulity and 
regards his informant as an infatuated 
and besotted monarchist — a spiritless 
creature who submissively places his 
neck tinder the heel of the tyrant and 
fanatically kisses tlie rod that smites 
him. It is natural that he should do 
this, for from his earliest years he is 
taught to regard a British king as a cruel 
tyrant and all I5ritish subjects as slaves 
who are so in love with despotism as to 
l)e unworthy of freedom. The .\nieri- 
can school Ixiy is taught to believe that 
the United States is the only really free 
country in the world and thatrepablicaii- 
isni is the only form of governmentandcr 
which a people can be really free. The 
books which are given him to read and 
the speeches which he hears are all in- 
tended to give him distorted views of 
histor}', and to lead him to form an in- 
correct estimate of the relative greatness 
of his own country and the advantages 
of rei)iil)licaii institutions. Itisnowon- 
der that he grows up with an inordinate 
opinion of the importance of his own 
country and an unintelligent contempt 
for all governments that are not what 
ho regards as purely republican.

Carmanah Point, the scene of so many 
marine disaster.s, claimed still another 
victim during Wednesday night last, 
first word of this latestsliipwreidc rciu'li- 
iiig Victoria by way oi AlLei iii yester- 
day — the Carmanah telegraph line, never 
more urgently needed, having been down 
for a fortnight or more. The identity of 
the unlucky vessel, a large four-master, 
is not yet po.sitively established, but she 
is supposed to bo the P.ritish iron bark 
.Taiiet Cowan, of L',-I1).S tons net reg- 
ister, which left Capetown on September 
11 last for Vancouver, to load a return 
cargo of lumber at Hastings for Soutli 
Africa. 

The Cowan and her master are alike 
strangers to this part of the world, and 
the supposition is that the entrance 
to Barclay Sound has been mis- 
taken for the entrance to the 
Straits — a fatal mistake, but one 
that has lieeii made not infrequently in 
the jiast. It is practically certain that 
the disiister occurred during Wednesday 
night, for when the Princess Louise 
passed the Point on her way to Albcrni, 
Thursday evening, the topsails wore still 
set on the big vessel although she was 
piled high up on the rocky shore with 
the breakers outside. The ship did, not 
appear to be in iminetliate. danger, ac- 
cording to the report made by Captain 
.lolin Irving on bis arrival at Alberni. 

" There is nodan^r of her going to 
pieces just now," said the last telegram 
received from the Commodore. "The 
crew signalled to us but we could not 
render them any assistance on account 
of the high sea and the approaching 
darkness." 

It is altogether likely tliat the Louise 
will jiick uj) the shipwrecked crew on 
her return trip iijjoii which .she is e.\- 
])ectt'd to leave Alberni to-day. 

The scene of tin; wreck is a iioint 
about twelve miles to the west of Car- 
manah light, very close to the line of 
rocks on which the hark Sarah met her 
fate on the Sth of November, 1891. This 
.section of coast is very much dreaded 
by all experienced mariners, being ex- 
posed to all winds from the open ocean 
and a strong inshore current practically 
sealing tlie doom of any craft coming 
within its influence. 

The breakers, too, greatly decrease tlie 
chances of any craft that may come to 
grief in the locality, the making ol a 
landing in rough weather being ])racti- 
cally impossible. It is not now known 
whether any loss of life has attended 
this last disaster, the Louise being uii- 
iible to obtain any deliiute information 
owing to the rough weather at the time 
she passed. 

There is a possibility that comraunioa- 
fion with Carmanali may be restored to- 
day, but it is extremely doubtful as the 
break in the line appears to be worse 
than usual. Unfortunately the very 
storms which made the signal telegrapii 
line most necessary are almost sure to 
interrupt communication, the wire 
necessarily jiassing through a very wild 
and thickly wooded country, in which 
every gale is certain to bring the trees 
down in luindreds.

The Victoria Scliooufir "Henrietta" 
Takeu Ked-Hauded by the 
fla-walian Authorltlep. 



Craft and CavKo Confiscated and 
Captain and Crew In- 
carcerated. 
/ 

The little centrebourcl schooner llun- 
rietta of this port, iifter an eventful 
c.ireor has paid the penalty of a depar- 
ture from those slower but Bafernietlioda 
of makiirg money, for a. try at thehifjhcr 
prizes to be mad© by a successful smug- 
gler. The Henriettta was not success- 
ful, however. Her first expedition in 
the new character was destined also to 
be the last, and her captain and crew 
now hvnt;niah in a Hawaiian jail, 
the schooner and Iilt carfjo of opium 
having been contiscated to tlie republic 
of the islands. 

The Henrietta during; tlie last months 
of her life as a sealer was owned by ]'. 
McQuade I'c Sons, of Wharf street, Tlicy 
disposed of her, however, some time last 
fal^ and ttieownersbip at present stands 
in the name of John Flewin. It was 
shortly after the transfer that the Hen- 
rietta inucli to the Burpriso of a majority 
of the water-front community took out 
clearance i>aperK for La I'az, Mexico. 
Her mission to thi.s out of the wa\' pari 
of tlie world was kept din-idedly <iuict, and 
tliose wlio pressed for jiarticnlars wore 
forced to be content with tiie explana- 
tion tliat if lihe i-oul(l ]i()tniako profits in 
Iradintr aloni; tlie Central American 
coast she would again l)e sold. This 
statement was not ^'euenUly credited, 
nor did it gain strength wlien it was 
known that after leaving her lionie port 
beliind.the Henrietta called in at one of 
the little-frequented liarbors of the 
southwest island coast, and there re- 
ceived several canoe loads of packages 
whose appearance was strangely similar 
to that of tins of prepared opium. 

Among tlioso wlio declined to accept 
as sutlicieiit tlie statement that La Paz 
was the actual port of destination was a 
special agent of tlie Hawaiian rei)ublic, 
wlio macie it a point to do a little ([iiiet 
detective work, as a result of which he 
■was able to say in one ut his letters to 
his principals : 

" The schooner Henrietta ''leared yes- 
terday for La I'az, Mexico, having for a 
cargo tho opium which has lain in hoiui- 
ed houses liere and was consigned by 
vour government to parties in this city. 
Although her destination is stated as 
Mexico, I have positive knowledge that 
she is destined for your islands, jirobably 
the second island below your port. She 
is a slow sailer, and you should have 
no difficulty in catching her if once 
located." 

This very (h^linite " tiji" was forward- 
ed to Deputy Collector MdStocker, of 
Honolulu, by the Hawaiian consul at 
San Francisco, whose covering letter j 
further explained the situation thus : 

" Enclosed please And copies of tele- 
grams forwarded our office by our spe- 
cial agent in Victoria. They refer to the 
schooner Henrietta, which cleared for 
La Paz, Mexico, with a cargo of opium. 
Late information, however, indicates 
her destination as the Hawaiian Islands. 

This was obtained from , who 

arrived to-day from ^'ictoria. Memo: 
Cleared for La Paz, Mexico, Henrietta, 
centre-board, schooner rigged, low in 
water, black, broad l^eam, small liouse 
aft, slow sailer, Anderson, master. Car- 
go boxes of ophim, iron bound, witli 
large red seals, seal bearing a small 
sloop, marked Honolulu." 

Thus inlormed. Deputy McStocker 
riaturally kept his eyes open. Imme- 
diate!^ upon receipt of his important 
dispatches he' presented tbem to the 
cabinet through Collector Castle, and 
having secured an order to use the steam 
tug Elen, immediately communicated 
with Marshal Brown. On December 4 
Marshal lirown received a letter from 
Sheriff Wilcox that a schooner of the 
description mentioned had tried to 
make Hanalei harbor, but had iigaiii 
stood oiF to sea. This having Ijceii jire- 
detercined about the tlate to expect tlie 
Henrietta, tlie tug i)at to sea. 

Then came two weeks cruising and at 
last the news that the search luul been 
crowned with success. A bout half the 
population of Honolulu hurried to the 
wate^ront, and soon the tug loomed in 
siehfc/with a; strange schooner in tow. 
Keener gi-ew the interest, until it was 
discovered that instead of the looked-for 
Henrietta, the Eleu's prize was the mis- 
sionary schooner lioliert W. Logan, I'D 
<lay.'i out from San Francisco for the Car- 
oline islaiKls, with a cargo of Bibles and 
liyniu bcjolis for the -Vlortlock mission. 
She liad been tlrifliiig in the vicinity of 
Waialna for some days and was very, 
very glad to receive the aid which the 
government boat extended as soon as the 
mistake was discovered. The Logan 
was still at Honolulu when the Warri- 
moo called there, receiving an overliaul- 
ing and replenishing her stores before 
proceeding to Kuk. 

On the following Saturday, however, 
ipeEutj^ Collector Stocker received word 
.fromihiB constable at J^ean that a small 
schooner had anchored ofT that town and 
landed a passenger, who had at once 
been placed under arrest. The Eleu was 
quickly brought into service and the ofli- 
cials were landed at Keau. When 
this ])oint was reached it was deemed ail- 
visable tliat a small beat in charge oi 
ilarsbal Brown and the iiolice should 
pull close in shore while the tug followed 
farther out. All lights were ordered out 
. and strict silence demanded. .After 
searching for about three hours a light 
was seen, the tug stopped, and soon 

• Deputy Sheldon came alongside and re- 
ported Marshal Brown was in charge of 
the schooner, which was anchored very 

r close in to shore, less than a dis^nce of 

• a quarter of a mile. 

When Brown picked up the sctiooner 
in the darkness lie was bailed with an 
inquiry as to what was wanted. Tlie 
Marshal said that, he wanted to c;ome 
aboard, and did so. Only one person 
was St en at that time. Upon being 
asked who was captain, the man replied 
that be was and that his name was An- 
derson ; that the schooner was the Hen- 
rietta, bound lor Mexico, and that he 
had put in in distress.

for water and provisioiKs, .ts it would 
not be necessary to enter and clear. 
Captain Aijderson denied to Marshal 
Brown that he had a passenger aboard, 
and that the schooner was from Victoria, 
which port she left on Xovember 7. 

When the otlleer.s searched the 
sciioiiiier 110 lo<r could be found, and no 
cleaiiiiice papers. The health bill, how- 
ever, showeil that the schooner .deared 
frtiiii Victoria on Xovein ber 7, her des- 
tination sworn to as 'La Paz, .Mexico. 
Captain .\ndersoii told the otlicers that 
he had been among the ishuuls for aliont 
two weelis. The crew of the schooner 
was found to consist of three white men 
— MikeConnel, 1!. W. Wheeler and .1. 
H.Brown — Ilo Wai, the Ciiinesecook, 
and C. E. Ciaile, the reputed " man- 
ager" of the opium deal and the passen- 
ger before referred to. The search of 
the vessel revealed 3,740 tins of opium, 
besides a full store of provisions and 
about 500 gallons of water, eirectually 
disjjosing of the story of distress. 

Tlie schooner was placed under seiz- 
ure and her ''jptaiii and crew under ar- 
rest, as soon as tlie search was com- 
pleted , the charge being that of violat- 
ing the revenui! laws of the Hawaiian 
re|)iiblic liy bringing contraliand goods 
into its waters. The charge was fully 
iiKiuired iiit(j a few days later — when 
Captain .Vnderson, Gaile and the crew- 
were placed upon their trial before 
Judge Perrv — and fully sustained. The 
deteiiilants were all adjudged guilty, 
and Cai)tain Anderson and Gaile were 
sentenced to pay lines of .'f.'iOO each and 
to serve terms of IS months' iniprison- 
iiient at hard lalior; each meiiiljcrof the 
crew was lined .t.^OO, with three months' 
inipriseiinient ; and tlu! schooner and 
cargo were confiscated to the re])ubliit. 
Counsel for tlie tiefendants gave notice 
to appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
Islands on the legal points involved.

Last of tbe Political Prisoners in Hawaii 
Secure Their Libertv— The 

Latest Conspiracy. 

"Willi tlie birth of the now year," 
says the Honolulu Commercial Adver- 
tiser, " the last [lolitieal prisoner in 
Hawii was released. It was a dramatic 
scene at tlie jail, the last act in what 
was nearly a very bloody tragedv. Those 
of the jirisoners who think, and they do 
think, realize now what might have been 
liad they been successful. We feel as- 
sured that they realize that they had 
started a ball rolling which they them- 
selves shudder over. Major SewK^i fn 
his remarks to the executive officers, 
showed the spirit of a gallant foe. He 
said be had done wrong and fully a;ii)re- 
eiated tbe kindness of tiie governii^ent 
in remitting tiie sentences and that the 
g(n (n iimeiit would lose nothing by what 
they had done." 

J. K. Sheridan and Dr. .1. I'nder- 
wood, the two strangers who were re- 
centlv arrested at Hoiudulu for conspir- 
acy, have tieen committed tor trial, 
without liail. Paul Neumann, the law- 
yer, and F. 11. Haselden were the prin- 
cijial witnesses for the prosecution. 
The two prisoners had a scneme to re- 
store the Queen, for doing which, they 
were to obtain a concession for an .\iii- 
erican sporting syndicate. The gam- 
blers intended to start a lottery in Ha- 
waii. .Money enough to ensure tlu; suc- 
cess of the conspiracy would be furnish- 
ed if the tineen would grant the franch- 
ise, and thiiv would land arms and 
men at both ends of Oahu, and move to 
honolulu. But the Queen refused to 
have anything to do with the proposi- 
tion. 

ILM.S. Wild Swan sailed from Hono- 
lulu about ten <lays ago for Fanning, 
Taliiti and Titcairn islands, where sev- 
eral weeks will be- sjieut cniisirig.

E.\cerpt from Rules and Orders Relating 
to Private Bills.

ALL APPLICATIONS for Private Bills, prop« 
erly the subject of legislation by the 
Legislative Assembly of British uoiumoia, 
within the purview of the "British North 

America Act, lg07," whether forthe erection of 
a Bridge, the making of a Railway, Tramway, 
Turnpike Road, or Telegraph orTelephone Lino; 
the construction or Imorovemeiit of a Harljoiir, 
Canal, hock. Dam, Slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of Ferry; tho incor- 
poration of any i)articular trade or calling, or 
of anj Joint .Stock Company; or otherwise for 
granting to ony individual or individuals any 
exclusive or peculiar rlL'hts or iirlvileges what- 
ever, or for doing any matter or thing which in 
its operation would afl'ect the rights or property 
of other parties, or relate to any particular cIbbs 
of the community, or for making any amend- 
ment of a like nature to any former Act,— shall 
require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specLfy- 
ing^the nature and object of the application 
and, where tho application refers to any pro- 
posed work, indicating generally the location 
of tho work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to l>e published as fol- 
lows : 

In the British Col "mbia Gazette and in one 
newspat<ei' published in the ixntrtot att'ected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, 
then in a newspaper In the next nearest District 
In wlileli a newspaper is published. 

Such notice shall bo continued in each ease 
for a period of at least six weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between the close ol the next pre- 
ceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition, and copies of such notice shall be sent 
by the parties inserting such notice to the 
Clerk of the House. 

Before any i'-jtition, praying for leave to 
bring in a Private liill for the erection of a Toll 
Bridge, is received by tho liouse, the person or 
persons intending lo petition lor such Bill 
shall, upon giving the notice prescribed by the 
preceding rule, also at the same time In the- 
same manner, give notice of the rates which 
they intend to ask, the extent of the privilege, 
the height of the arches, the Interval between 
the abutments or piers for the passage of rafts- 
niid vessels, and mentioning also whether they 
intenil to erect a draw-bridge or not, and the 
dimensions ol the same. 

Private Bills shall be so framed as to Incor- 
porate by reference the clauses of tbe General 
Acts relating to the details to be provided for 
by such BiU8;—Speelal ' grounds shall be es- 
tabllBhed for any proposed departure from tills 
principle, or for the introduction of other pro- 
visions asto such details, and a note shall be- 
appended to the Bill indicotlng the provisions 
thereof in which theGencral Act Is proposed to 
be deiiarted from. 

Tho promoters of a Private Bill shall pay the 
Clerk of the House the snm of one hundred 
dollars before the first reading thereof; and an 
additional sum o! one hundred dollars im- 
nuKiiately after the second reading thereof.^

."she was .seized by the Americans and was 
rechristeiied the Louis Olsen. ,She was 
built here and is one of the pioneer sealers 
of the port. Wlion .seized last vear the 
sehooner had 351 skins on board and as 
tliusc were on the vessel when slie was sold 
they were purchased with lier. Captain 
Daly reports having experienced very 
rough weather coming around from 
Astoria, which port he left ten days ago.

SicATTi.i:, Jan, 10. — I /i the opinion of 
'Dr. W. L. Hoenoek, chief engineer of 
tlio Irkutsk und Vladivostock division 
of Russia's trans-^Sioerian railroad, feed- 
era will be built from the main line on 
ail undorstaiuliiiK with the Persian gov- 
ernment, another into A fu'lianistan over 
the Thibet luoiint-aiiis, ami a thiidiiito 
Beluchiatan, Afghanistan and Persia. 
Tiiis will brin}; the Ivussian road into 
the centre of the Asiatic powers and 
rif^ht 'it the doors of India. 

Said the doctor, " the liussian nov- 
ernnieut are building several nierchant- 
nien to ply between Vladivostock and 
some port in Alaska. We are buikliii},' 
three of them at Vladivoatouk and three 
more at Cronstadt, which will be finished 
within a year or so. It is not yet de- 
cided what port tiiey will go to. 

The total length of the line," he said, 
" is 0,801 miles. It is going to lie built 
in live divisions, and each division will 
be ljuilt from both ends of tlie line so as 
to complete it as earlv as possible. The 
distani'e I have nienlioned is from 
Vladivostock to the Ural niounlains. 
and then we have a line of 2G0 miles over 
the inonntains. This will run from De 
Catherinburg, as the point on tlie 
Asiatic siile, to Nicliolask y, ontheKtiro- 
|)eaii side. Wc cross the mountains at 
a height of about 12,o00 feet, or a few 
feet higher or lower, and we shall have 
no tunnel, but winding ascents. At 
Nicoliasky we bhall liave connections 
with the present railroad running to 
Moscow and St. Petersburg. On the 
line we cross three rivers, the Obi, the 
Oeiiessoy and the Lena, which empty 
iiilo the Arctic ocean, and over these 
we throw suspension bridges. The 
other river, the .Vmoor, we run along- 
side for 500 miles. 

" This is part of a grand strategical 
plan bein^: carried out by an understand- 
ing between the two countries. Tlie 
I'nitetl States will build a line noil li to 
Sitka, cross the Ueliring sea islands as 
far as practicable, and from that jioint 
make connection with tlie sliips which 
Russia is building, making the journey 
from Alaska to Vladivostoclr in twenty- 
four liours.

VENEZUELA'S BOUiNDAEY. 

Opinion of the Consul in London— The Com- 
mission Will Meet in Washington 
To-Day. 

Lo.\iK).\, Jan. 11. — In an interview 
with Mr. Geachbnrch, the consul for 
Venezuela, who has just returned to 

London from South Africa, the latter is 
quoted as saying he did not think the 
United States would supjiort Venezuela's 
boundary claim a whit beyond whatwa.s 
eciiiitable and just. ilr. Geachburcli 
added: "The LI. S. commission iiiu.st 
have benelieial res;ults and compel 
Great Britain to tlisclose ground for her 
claims to the Sclioniburg line. But if 
the Uniteil States wish to make the 
commission unassailable they should 
at)point one or two European members 
of the comniission. 

■' Tiie chances are that the present 
situation will lead to an interchange of 
ideas which will result in the reaiimf)- 
tion of diplomatic relations. It is 
obvious that war would be very disas- 
trous to a young country like 
Venezuela, even if it was backed 
by the United .States, l>oni 
any other point of view except that of 
conducing to an intelligent mutual en- 
tente between Great Britain and Vtme- 
ztiela for a s])ecilic settlement I'nited 
.States intervention would be disas- 
trous." 

Tlie Chronicle has an interview with 
Lord Play fair, in which he strongly sup- 
ported the idea of a permanent tribune 
of iirbitration. He believed, he said, 
that the legislatureH of both^ tlie 
United States und (iroat liVitain 
would adopt tlie principle, but that 
would not stop the agitation over the 
Monroe doctrine. It must be remem- 
bered, he continued, that it was Eng- 
land which drove the foreigners out of 
America. Siio was, tlierefore, greatly 
responsible for the Monroe doctrine. 

A letter to Keuter's Agency from Do- 
merani, dated l)ei'eiiili(!r '^4, says : " Col. 
Mclnnes, cornm.'iuding the militia of 
British Guiana, with a magistrate and a 
military otlicer, will start for Uruan next 
week to select connecting stations from 
the coast to Uruan. There can be no fight- 
ing as t he Venezuelans at any moment 
could take any station. The Amacura 
post could, however, be reinforced in 
twenty-four hours. The sugiiestion is 
made in the event of trouble to re- 
embody the disbanded West Indian 
regiments who are splendid fighters."

iCts Coming: to Light Ilof^arilinf 
the Dynaiuito Attempt on Mi-. 
Sharp's House. 



Four Mimns Implicated by an Eye 
Witness and Accessory, to 
the Crime. 



Nanaimo, Dec. 10. — (Special) — Super- 
intendent Ilussey returned to Union 
this afternoon. The object of his trip 
was to investigate the report received 
from Detective Ellis re-sjiecting state- 
ments made to him by a miner employ- 
ed at the IJnioa mines named George 
Graham. Graham's statement is to the 
effect that the explosion which destroy- 
ed a portion of Alexander Sharp's resi- 
dence at Wellington on IMarcb ^S, 1894, 
was caused by four miners who came 
down from Union a fe w days before that 
date. The bomb afterwards exploded 
and elleeted considerable damage to the 
house. It is almost certain that had 
Mr. Sharp been sleejiing in the front 
part of the house, as was his ustial cus- 
tom, he would have been instantly 
killed. 

The informant, Graham, is personally 
implicated to some extent with the four 
other dynamiters. He stated that he 

was ])rcsent when the explosion took 
place and within one hundred yards of 
the premises, and that he knew the 
parlies concerned, though he himself 
liad nothing to do with the discharge of 
the bomb. JCUis communicated with 
Constable llutcliesoii, of Union, who 
in turn laid the matter before Sujierin- 
tendeiit Ilussey. Before the latter ar- 
rived the informant becann; alarined at 
the possible consecjuences of his con- 
fession and was making active prepara- 
tions to skin out when lie was arrested 
by Constable Scharchmidt. 

"Another miner named Jay Allen was 
arrested at the same time on suspicion 
of complicity in the outrage. The evi- 
dence of Detective Ellis was taken last 
night, and both Graham and Allen were 
remanded for eight days pending further 
inquiry. 

It appears from the evidence of De- 
tective lOllis t hat in making his confes- 
sion the informant was actuated by a 
desire to obtain the reward which has 
been oll'ered for the a ppreliension of the 
culprits, anil that he wishe<l to obtain 
fuitlier particulars concerning the mat- 
ter. The names of the four men to 
whom he referred have not yet been as- 
certained, but every effort wdl be made 
to discover them. 



UNEXPECTED DASH. 

The Culjan Insurgents Preparing to Visit 
Destruction on Tobacco-Growing 
Districts. 

Havana, .Tan. 10. — The lull which 
seemed to have taken place in the activ- 
ity of the insurgents in the \nial few 
days has given jilace once more to an un- 
expected dash on the ])art of Maximo 
Gomez into the heart of the rich tobac- 
co growing district of Pinar del Kio. The 
news cabled lastcvening tlialGoinez liad 
l)asged Al(|uizar iiiid Guira Melena, in 
the province of 1 lavana, was generally 
aujiposed to indicate that he was bent 
upon retreat into the eastern province.
